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Library Addition 
Soon to Begin as 
Trustees Award 

Project Contract 


Meeting on campus March 14, the 
Board of Trustees awarded the contract 
for the long-awaited library expansion 
project and voted to develop financial and 
architectural plans for a proposed $6 
million university swimming complex. 
Harbert International of Birmingham was 
low bidder for the library expansion, with 
a construction contract bid of $15.9 
million. The project will double the 
library’s floorspace to almost 400,000 
square feet and includes renovations to 
the existing library structure and a new 
345-space parking deck. 

Combining construction costs, archi- 
tectural fees, furnishings, and other costs, 
the project will total $20.5 million. It is 
being financed through private funds and 
university and state bond issue proceeds. 
Groundbreaking is expected this spring, 
with completion scheduled for spring, 
1990. 

The proposed swimming complex, 
which would include an Olympic-sized 
pool, would be funded in part with 
revenues from a $7 per quarter tuition 
increase approved in an earlier student 
referendum. The remaining one third of 
the funding would be provided by the 
Athletic Department. The area adjacent to 
the present swimming facility is the 
proposed site for the new complex, which 
would be open to use by all students in 
addition to the university swim teams. 


In other business, the board approved 
construction of a new training facility for 
Tiger, Auburn’s golden eagle mascot, 
including improvements to the landscap- 
ing at the current aviary. The board also 
approved the establishment of an Eminent 
Scholar Chair in the AUM College of 
Business, the awarding of degrees for 
winter quarter at Auburn and AUM, and 
the addition of Alabama Federal Savings 
and Loan of Birmingham to the univer- 
sity’s list of official depositories. 


After the formal meeting, U. S. Rep. 
William F. Nichols ’39 was honored by 
the Air Force and Navy/Marine ROTC 
detachments on campus with the estab- 
lishment of annual “Bill Nichols Awards” 
for the top cadet and midshipman. A 
similar award was created by the Army 
ROTC unit in 1976 to honor Rep. Nichols, 
an Army ROTC graduate who serves as 
president pro tempore of the board.

NASA Taps Odom 
To Head Space 
Station Program 


James B. Odom °55, former director 
of the Hubble Space Telescope Office at 
NASA’s Marshall Space Flight Center in 
Huntsville, is the new director of the 
Administration’s Space Station Program. In 
his new post as an associate administrator, 
Mr. Odom will be responsible for over- 
seeing the program—one of NASA’s 
highest priority projects—and convincing 
Congress to provide sufficient funds to 
continue it. 


The current federal budget calls for 
$967 million for the Space Station, which 
supporters envision as a permanent, multi- 
use facility which will serve as a laboratory 
for basic research and manufacturing, an 
observatory free of the interference of 
Earth’s atmosphere, and an assembly plant 
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and storage warehouse for U. S. space 
hardware. Mr. Odom’s first task will be 
to get Congress to approve those funds, 
a job he says is vital to NASA’s future plans. 

“Il look forward to working with 
Congress in getting the funding under- 
stood and established so we can execute 
a timely and efficient development 
program,” he said. “If we’re going to stay 
a leading nation in technology and 
science, which I think is imperative, the 
space station is a very valuable link in that 
process.” 

Mr. Odom joined the Army’s rocket 
research and development team at Red- 
stone Arsenal in 1956, and in 1959 
transferred to the Marshall Center, which 
was formally established as a NASA field 
facility the following year. He has held 
a number of engineering and technical 
management posts at Marshall, including 
chief of the engineering and test oper- 
ations branch for the second stage of the 
Saturn Five and manager of the external 
tank project and deputy manager for 


production and logistics in the Shuttle 
Project Office. In 1986, he was also named 
head of the center’s Science and Engineer- 
ing Directorate. 

A native of McKenzie, Mr. Odom holds 
the bachelor’s degree in mechanical 
engineering. He is a member of the 
College of Engineering’s Alumni Engi- 
neering Council and was honored as the 
outstanding alumnus of the Department 
of Mechanical Engineering in 1986. He 
and his wife, June, have two children, 
including James B. Odom ’83. 


Callis, Mulhern & 
Riddle Honored 
As Outstanding 
Veterinary Alums 


Dr. Jerry J. Callis ’47, Dr. Frank J. 
Mulhern °45, and Dr. John T. Riddle °43 
are the winners of the College of 
Veterinary Medicine’s Distinguished 
Alumni Awards for 1988. The awards, 
presented during the 80th Annual Vete- 
rinary Conference in Auburn recently, 
recognize outstanding contributions by 
alumni to both Auburn and the veterinary 
profession. 

Dr. Callis retired recently after a 30- 
year career as staff member and director 
of the U. S. Department of Agriculture’s 
(USDA) animal disease laboratory at Plum 
Island, N. Y. Prior to joining the staff there, 
he earned a master’s degree from Purdue 
University and served on a USDA lab team 
at the Foot and Mouth Disease Laboratory 
in Amsterdam, Holland. Among his many 
honors are two outstanding performance 
awards from the USDA, a_ 1974 
International Veterinary Congress Prize, 
and an honorary doctorate from Purdue. 
Dr. Callis resides in Southold, N. Y. 

Currently a consultant for scientific and 
government affairs with the National Pork 
Producers’ Council in Washington, D. C., 
Dr. Mulhern also distinguished himself 
during a long career with the USDA. He 
joined the department’s Bureau of Animal 
Husbandry following his graduation, and 
during a 35-year career directed the meat 
and poultry inspection program, nego- 
tiated international agreements to control 
animal and plant pests and diseases, and 
directed emergency campaigns to wipe 
out infestations of Exotic Newcastle’s 
Disease and the Mediterranean Fruit Fly.

He is a three-time recipient of Auburn’s 
Outstanding Chemical Engineering Pro- 
fessor Award and has been honored with 
AIChE’s Student Chapter Counselor 
Award. Dr. Hirth is also a member of the 
American Society for Engineering Educa- 
tion and the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 


Theodore Becker 
New Political 
Science Head 


Theodore (Ted) Becker, chairman of 
the Department of Political Science at the 
University of Hawaii, will become head 
of Political Science at Auburn effective 
Aug. 1. Dr. Becker holds bachelor’s and 
law degrees from Rutgers University, a 
master’s from the University of Maryland, 
and the Ph.D. from Northwestern Univer- 
sity.

Prior to joining the Hawaii faculty in 
1969, Dr. Becker taught at Northwestern, 
Michigan State, and Wayne State 
Universities. He has also served as visiting 
professor at 4 number of institutions, 
edited Intellect, and Hawaii Current 
magazines, and served as a consultant for 
government and private projects in 
Hawaii, California, and New Zealand. 


Pharmacy’s Barker 
Among Pioneers 
Honored in Video 


Dr. Kenneth N. Barker, professor and 
head of the Department of Pharmacy Care 
Systems, has been honored nationally for 
his work in developing a drug-dispensing 
system in wide use at hospitals across the 
country. 

Dr. Barker, the designer of the “unit 
dose” system of pre-packaged, computer 
monitored medication delivery for 
hospitals and other major health care 
facilities, is featured in “Imagination,” a 


historical multi-image presentation which 
traces the path of significant contributions 
made to pharmacy practice by researchers. 
The program premiered recently at the 
annual meeting of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association and is available 
nationally to pharmacists and educators 
through that organization. 


Student Retention 
At Ten-Year High 


Ninety-six percent of the record 19,502 
students enrolled during fall quarter 
returned for the just-completed winter 
quarter, reflecting the best fall-to-winter 
retention rate at Auburn in more than a 
decade. Partly due to large fall graduations, 
winter quarter enrollment figures have 
historically reflected the largest drop of 
the year. For the second consecutive year, 
however, Auburn’s enrollment has 
climbed. 

According to registrar Tom Stallworth, 
the high retention rate is a product of 
several factors, including student quality, 
increased graduate enrollment, and a 
stable economy. “The quality of entering 
freshmen has risen over the past four to 
five years,” he said. “The increase in their 
abilities means they’re increasingly 
motivated and talented enough to stay in 
school.” 

“Graduate enrollment is another factor 
affecting retention rates,” he continued. 
“We have more graduate students, and 
they tend to remain in school year-round, 
whereas undergraduates may take quar- 
ters off. Another reason more students are 
able to remain enrolled is the strong 
national economy. There have been no 
drastic economic changes to drive stu- 
dents into the workforce.”

Here and There— 
A Man from Beatrice

Roden Yet something remains to be said, 
for Turner Ivey was a rare individual who dared 
always to be himself and who, therefore, taught 
as much by the example of his life as he did through 
his formal teaching endeavors. 

Oliver Turner Ivey began life on October 11, 
1906, at Beatrice in north central Monroe County 
and grew up on his family’s holdings there. Then, 
he came to Auburn for his undergraduate educa- 
tion, which he completed in 1926. Soon thereafter 
he embarked on graduate studies in history here 
and received his Master’s in 1928. After teaching 
history at Auburn for a while, he entered the 
University of Chicago in 1929 and earned a Master’s 
in history there in 1930. Thereafter, he returned 
to Auburn and taught here until 1934, when he 
returned to Beatrice and his family’s business. 
Two related events influenced his departure 
from Auburn: The first was his marriage to Caroline 
Lawson of Smiths, and the second was a financial 
crisis in Alabama education which had Auburn 
paying its faculty with vouchers, useful—Professor 
Ivey said—only as very temporary patches for 
threadbare clothing. 

He managed the family lands and lumber 
business, including a major sawmill operation, at 
Beatrice until he received a call to active duty during 
World War II—as an Auburn ROTC graduate he 
held a reserve commission. From 1943 to 1945, 
he spent about two years in the Southwest Pacific, 
serving in such places as the Philippines and New 
Guinea, and rose to the rank of lieutenant colonel. 

After the war, he returned to Auburn in 1946 
to teach and in addition took over the management 
of Lawson Farms at Smiths upon the death of his 
wife’s father. 

With his wife’s health declining, he retired from 
Auburn University in 1969 in order to make with 
her a long-anticipated tour of the world. T ogether 
they spent a leisurely year visiting far-away places 
about which he had taught and of which they both 
had dreamed for decades. 


Not too long after their return from that 


successful pilgrimage around the globe, Mrs. Ivey 
lost her gallant battle against thé illness that had 
beset her for several years. Thereafter, Professor 
Ivey spent the major portion of his remaining life 
promoting improved teaching of history in high 
schools. 

In addition, he continued to manage Lawson 


_ Farms very actively until his right-hand helper, Joe 


Dot McCoy, was killed in a tractor accident on the 
highway at Smiths about 1972 or 1973. Thereafter, 
his agricultural activities declined, but he continued 


to oversee the house and lands until the time of 
his death. 

On February 10, 1988, Oliver Turner Ivey died 
at the Medical Center in Columbus, Georgia, from 
injuries sustained in an automobile accident which 
occurred on February 7 not more than two hundred 
and fifty yards from his home in Smiths. He had 
lived a bit more than eighty-one fruitful years. 

Beyond the educational accomplishments cited 
in Kaye Lovvorn’s column, Professor Ivey left a 
legacy of at least two other major achievements 
which still endure and which require explicit 
recognition here. 

First, in a quiet, direct, and unassuming manner, 
Turner Ivey effected some notable improvement 
in human relations in Alabama. He exerted 
influence both formally and informally. During the 
tense years of the Civil Rights struggle, Professor 
Ivey served as a member of the Board of Directors 
of the Alabama Council on Human Relations, 
working in concert with other stalwarts of reason 
and justice such as Dr. Charles Goode Gomillion 
of Tuskegee and Dr. Lucius Pitts of Miles College. 
Informally, apparently throughout his adult life, he 
ministered to the sick and needy of his 
acquaintance, regardless of race, color, or creed. 
Even though he has been gone: from his native 
Beatrice for more than forty years, black folk there 
and from there still remember that “Turner Ivey 
helped people in need. . .black and white alike.” 

Second, in both his professional and personal 


activities, Professor Ivey established a pattern of 


zestful living that many of us could emulate to 
advantage. Throughout most of his years, he paced 
through life with the energy, grace, and speed of 
a fine-blooded horse. He savored learning, culture, 
intellectual exchange, and excellent cuisine. And 
he satirized cant, hypocrisy, pomposity, and 
pretentiousness with a fine and cutting disdain. No 
man was too lowly for him to bend without a 
question to lend a helping hand, and no man was 
too highly placed to indulge in folly and escape 
his trenchant wit. 

Friends and relatives held a memorial service 
for Professor Ivey at his home in Smiths on February

14. In addition to the appropriate rituals conducted 
by The Reverend Bill McLemore, Professors Edward 
C. Williamson and Donathon Olliff read some 
literary excerpts which Professor Ivey recently had 
asked his niece Laura McMillan Brice to copy. 
Among those quotations was the following from 
Rudyard Kipling’s “The Ballad of East and West”: 
Oh, East is East, and West is West and never 
the twain shall meet, 
Till Earth and Sky stand presently at God’s 
great Judgment Seat, 
But there is neither East nor West, Border, 
nor Breed, nor Birth, 
When two strong men stand face to face 
though they come from the ends of the earth. 
The last two verses of that stanza sum up the 
insight, the wisdom, and the example of one strong 
man who came up to Auburn from Beatrice and 
helped make Alabama a better place.

Fishy Business

When you want some advice, it’s best to go 
to an expert. Thus, it came to pass that I approached 
the internationally acclaimed head of the Tadpole 
Department at East Alabama Male College. “Dr. 
Clam,” says I, “that time when I caught my first 
bass a couple of hundred yards downstream from 
the Iron Bridge on Yellow Creek that July 4th on 
a Hawaiian Wiggler, what kind of bass was it?” 

“In the first place,” he replied, wrenching his 


mind visibly from an in-depth study of the Second 


Law of Theromodynamics, “you didn’t call it a bass, 
did you?” 

“No,” I said, realizing that I had gone back on 
my upbringing. “It was what Uncle Kent and 
everybody else in Frontier Country called a trout.” 

“That’s right,” he said gently. “You called it a 
trout. But what it really was, was a spotted bass.” 

“Not a largemouth?” I asked. 

“Probably not,” he said. “Once upon a while 
there might be a largemouth on the larger streams 
up there, but probably not on upper Yellow Creek, 
and even more probably not on Little Yellow 
Creek.” 

All right. I thanked Dr. Clam and went on my 
way. 

Then I remembered a special Field & Stream 
issue of several years ago, one of their anniversary 
editions or something, that I had saved because 
it had some exceptionally beautiful and accurate 
paintings of all the different members of the bass 
and sunfish families. 

Yeah, I think he was right. There’s the 
largemouth and the smallmouth and the 
redeye...and the spotted. Yep. I do believe that’s 
what I used to catch once in a great while, off 
the bridge at the swimming hole, or down in the 
pasture when I'd go to get the cows, and that first 
one. And all the time, I’d thought I'd been catching 
underfed and scrawny largemouths, after I learned 
that they weren’t brookies or rainbows. You turn 
the page and you find something else you didn’t 
know. And shortly after that, I had a conversation 
with another fish specialist, kind of the Isaac Walton 
of lower Yellow Creek and Cutbank Creek, and 
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the sloughs down around where the village sewage 
dumped into the creek. The subject of goggle-eyes 
came up. Looking at my pretty pictures, I said, “All 
right, which one of these is a goggle-eye, is it the 
warmouth or the rock bass?” (They look pretty 
much alike. ) 

He waffled. Hmmmm. He caught a whole 
towsackful of them in a slough down below town 
one time, he said, but he wasn’t sure. 

His uncertainty can be appreciated, a bunch 
of the bream look alike. There’s the bluegill and 
the red-ear bream (which I think is what we call 
the shellcracker), and there’s the punkinseed and 
the redbreast, and a whole bunch of others that 
we used to just call perch, except we’d call the 
red ones sunfish. 

Crappie were white perch, and not many people 
caught any, except at certain times of the year, 
cousin Walter Chandler would go over to a special 
place on Yellow Creek—nobody ever knew exactly 
where—and catch a mess of them. Whether they 
were crappie or black crappie I don’t know. They 
were white perch. 

“Hey, that’s a gov-mint bream,” my expert friend 
would say. 

“Say what?” 

“A gov’mint bream,” he said, looking at the 


picture of what Field & Stream called a flier. “They 


stocked some around here one time, and that’s 
what people called them. Gov’mint bream.” 

I never was too certain about the nomenclature 
of the little things I used to catch in the creeks. 
They were mostly so thin they were translucent, 
some kind of feeble with hunger, unless they were 
below the sewage outlet. 

And there’s the additional problem that some 
of them readily hybridize, making positive 
identification even harder. Anyway, they were 
perch. 

Then somebody asked, “What’s a grinnel?” 

“The most accepted name is a bowfin,” said 
Dr. Mussel. 

We all agreed that the bowfin, grinnel, whatever, 


is often called names that don’t appear in family 


publications. We also agreed that we’d never seen 
them eaten. There was always somebody down the 
road a piece who would eat them, like the time 
Turner Falkner and I, after giving up on bass way 
down there on lower Yellow Creek behind his 
house, started catching grinnel out of a slough. 
We took them to some people on down the road. 
Heck, they might even be good, for all I know. 
I heard one time, about third-hand, that if you ate 
them right off the stove, real hot, they weren’t bad. 

But it was sort of like eating possum. I just 
never worked up a strong appetite for them. 

A real fun fish to catch was the jack, which 
I found out many, many years later is the eastern 
chain pickerel. I’ve seen them follow a plug right 


up the bank 20 times before finally striking. Field 


& Stream says they’re good to eat if you do them 
a certain way to ease the threat of the bones. We 
never tried to.

The Editor’s Column— 
Remembering a Teacher

When Oliver Turner Ivey ’26 retired from 
teaching at Auburn in 1969 after spending most 
of four decades on the faculty, one of the pillars

of the Auburn History Department moved out of 
the classroom. But he never left education. In the 
19 years that passed between his retirement and 
his death on Feb. 10, 1988, he never stopped his 
search for knowledge or his efforts to contribute 
to knowledge. 

From the time he started teaching at Auburn 
in 1928, students found Professor Ivey one of their 
most memorable teachers; and however he was 
regarded, it was never with indifference. He had 
too many opinions, too much energy and 
enthusiasm, and he supported too many causes 
to be ignored. As a secretary in the History 
Department once responded to a question about 
Prof. Ivey, students (and often colleagues) either 
swore by him or at him. His classroom was always 
a whirlwind of activity. Ideas, reactions, responses 
came from the professor fast and furious. Nobody 
went to sleep in his class. Not even on the third 
floor of Samford Hall in the late spring or summer. 
The wit of his lectures and the interplay of his 
mind in response to student comments and 
questions were enough to banish spring fever, even 
without his slamming his hands down on the desk 
to emphasize a point, flipping maps, pointing, or 
his constant moving around the classroom, darting 
to the front or back. Although I never saw any of 
his ETV courses on the Six Faces of History, I’ve 
wondered how he kept still enough for the camera 
to focus. And certainly, the lack of audience 
response must have cramped his lecture style. 

When Prof. Ivey retired in 1969, several of his 
former students commented on his teaching for 
a story for The Alumnews. 

To Robert Pitts ’39, now emeritus head of 
Aerospace Engineering, Prof. Ivey was “the only 
man I ever saw who could make history interest- 
ing....He was a tremendous teacher. I have never 
known more than three or four (teachers) in his 
class.” 

Albert Killian 52, now retired from a career 
at Auburn, found Prof. Ivey’s class in international 
organizations “the most stimulating class I had in 
college because of his requirement that students 
must think. 


“He was not only prepared to teach the course, 
he was prepared to understand the students. He 
could tell which students were in there to kill time, 
to learn, or just to get credit—his perception was 
almost uncanny,” continued Mr. Killian. ‘His 
stimulating lectures made the subject real. As you 
can imagine, a discussion of the organization of 
the Pan American Union normally doesn’t make 


a student sit on the edge of his chair, but Prof. 


Ivey had a sharp wit and he uses it in the Biblical 
sense of a two-edged sword, on the subject and 
on the student. He is one of the best teachers I 
have ever known and far exceeded any other in 
communicating with the students.” 

Prof. Ivey viewed the teacher’s role in the 
learning process as a combination “cheerleader, 
instructor, judge, friend, and slave driver.” The latter 
was necessary he felt because a university had to 
have somebody to define the standards of 
excellence and hold students to them. He believed 
the best student-teacher relationships end up in 
friendship and because of the sizable number of 
his former students who consider themselves his 
friends, he succeeded. “Teaching,” he maintained 
“is the goal; friendship is the icing on the cake.” 

I mentioned Prof. Ivey’s causes—the biggest one 
was history itself. He moved toward the teaching 
of history with a missionary zeal that focused on 
the role of history in the lives of us all and in 
its influence on the future. He passionately believed 
that the knowledge of history had led the founders 
of the United States to choose democracy and that 
if our democratic experiment is to last that it 
requires an educated citizenry who know history. 
Consequently, whereas most college teachers 


consider high school history teaching as dreary 


work and largely useless, Prof. Ivey regarded it as 
the key. The chances for the United States’ survival 
and world leadership, he said, “rise as the 
understanding of our citizens rises, fall as the 
understanding falls.” Because the majority of voters 
get their understanding of history in high school, 
he felt that effective high school teaching is 


indispensable. He believed that “the level of 


wisdom in this country corresponds to the level 
of the high school teaching.” 

Consequently he was always willing to work 
in any way he could to inspire or contribute to 
the level of teaching. 

History—and Professor Ivey often taught 
Russian, Far Eastern, or Latin American History— 


was to be seen in his classes in the fullness of 


its ramifications. Students who were good at 
memorizing dates alone or those who just wanted 
to read for the stories they found in history equally 
were apt to be dismayed in his class. History as 
he saw it couldn’t be isolated—it depended on

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Veterinarian Rand 
Keeps Patients on 
Pins and Needles

Acupuncture. The word conjures up 
different images for different people. 
Acupuncture is thought by some to be 
nothing short of voodoo. Others believe 
it a medical miracle, replacing the need 
for other treatments. Howard Rand. ’65, 
DVM, agrees with neither of these 
extremes. Instead, he sees acupuncture as 
a realistic addition to the other methods 
of treatment used in his veterinary 
practice. 

Owner of Horse & Hound Hospital in 
Marietta, Ga., Dr. Rand has used acupunc- 
ture to treat animals since 1976, when he 
learned the technique from an accredited 
course Offered by the International 
Veterinary Acupuncture Society. He even 
practiced his new-found art on his family. 
“When I started,” he said, “I tried it on 
everything just to learn how to put needles 
in and what works and what doesn’t.” 

Although it was recently approved by 
the AVMA, meaning it’s no longer con- 
sidered experimental, animal acupunc- 
ture is used only by a small percentage 
of veterinarians. Dr. Rand identifies part 
of the problem as the difference between 
Western and Eastern medicine. 

“The way we're trained in Western 
medicine, you have to prove everything, 
he said. “The mere fact that something 
works is no proof that it’s any good. 
Research has only recently begun. In 
Eastern medicine, they believe in 
acupuncture. It works as far as they’re 
concerned, and they don’t feel the need 
to prove it. 

“People think I have an old black hat 
and a cape and a stick or something. 
Ignorance is a problem, because what you 
don’t know you're skeptical about. And 
I'm still skeptical. I’m not like some 
acupuncturists that never tell you about 
the failures. I’m never afraid to tell you 
that nothing works 100 percent.” 

Dr. Rand may still be skeptical, but 
acupuncture gives him an edge that other 
veterinarians don’t have. Through trial and 
error, he has learned what illnesses 
respond best to acupuncture treatment. 
He approaches acupuncture as an adjunct 
to other treatments and as a last resort 
before putting an animal to sleep. The 
average age of the animals he treats is 
12 or 13. Most of his patients come to 
him as referrals from other veterinarians, 
because the animals can no longer be 
treated with standard practices. 

“By the time pet owners come to me, 
they’re pretty receptive,’ he said. “A 
certain breed of person accepts 
acupuncture. Usually, it’s a couple with 
no children and the animal is their child. 
That’s why I like it. Most veterinarians can 
go up to a certain point and have to stop, 
because there’s nothing else you can do. 
What’s next? Euthanasia. Whereas, I can 
go one step further. Then it’s strictly

acupuncture. That way it’s almost easy 
because everything else has been done. 
It narrows the choices and you go with 
it. 

“T just can’t figure out why acupuncture 
works,” Dr. Rand said. “I know the theory 
and why it’s supposed to work.” One of 
the key reasons acupuncture works is that 
it stimulates the body to produce its own 
pain-killing hormone. Fine needles are 
used at different acupuncture points, or 
meridians, on the body. Each meridian 
is associated with specific bodily func- 
tions. For example, if an animal needed 
an injection of medicine to treat a kidney 
problem, Dr. Rand would make the 
injection in a specific kidney meridian. 

Acupuncture lends itself to certain 
problems. In dogs it works well with lack 
of excretory control, eye problems, non- 
specific diarrhea, and different kinds of 
pain (such as in arthritis). For horses, it 
works best on lameness, wounds, eye 
problems, some reproductive illnesses, 
and back problems. Dr. Rand applies a 
number of variations to his technique. In 
some cases he inserts needles, then runs 
an electrical current through them to 
increase stimulation. Other times, he 
injects medicine into a specific acupunc- 
ture point. If that doesn’t work, he’ll inject 
gold beads, which will work indefinitely 
as long as they stay in place. Or he’ll use 
electrical pads, heat, or pressure. He also 
uses high frequency sound waves and 
lasers. 

Dr. Rand has documented many 
benefits of acupuncture, such as with a 
dog he treated for severe neck pain. The 
animal came to him from another vete- 
rinarian, who had used cortisone and 
butazolidin, the usual methods of treat- 
ment. While the dog was kept on this 
treatment, he did fine. As soon as he was 
taken off the medicine, he experienced 
severe pain. X-rays showed an extreme 
curvature of the neck’s vertebrae. 

“Then I treated this dog three times 
with acupuncture,” Dr. Rand said. “The 


pain was gone. I wondered, ‘Did I just 
kill the pain or did I do something?’ I 
re-X-rayed the dog, and the neck was just 
as straight as can be. The only way I 
explain it is that obviously the vertebrae 
were out of place because of the muscle 
spasms in the neck. I stopped the muscle 
spasms, and consequently the vertebrae 
went back in line. The dog’s been fine 
ever since.” 


Of course, not all of Dr. Rand’s stories 
are success stories. He remembers a 
shepherd he treated soon after he began 
using acupuncture. Referred to him by 
another veterinarian, the dog had a hip 
problem which responded well to acu- 
puncture treatments. 


“The owner called me one day, and 
the dog had died. I then found out the 
dog had liver problems. Had I known, I 


-would have suggested that we not do 


acupuncture. Why correct the hips when 
the dog is getting ready to die of some 
other problem? Now, 10 years later, I do 
a blood work-up for every potential 
acupuncture patient. I get the whole 
history, preferably from the referring vet.” 


Being selective about which patients 
qualify for acupuncture not only ensures 
a higher success rate, it also makes better 
business sense. Acupuncture sessions take 
an hour to an hour-and-a-half, costing $50 
per session ($100 for horses, plus tran- 
quilizer). “In that hour I could have seen 
probably four dogs, doing all kinds of 
other things and making more money than 
an hour spent with acupuncture. 
Therefore, I limit the number of cases I 
do. I can’t afford to do only acupuncture.” 


Dr. Rand started his medical career as 
a pharmacist, urged by his father to join 
the family business. He studied in New 
York, then tried to work with his father. 
That didn’t succeed, so he moved to Miami 
to practice pharmacy. There, he met and 
married his wife, Nanci. Finally he 
admitted his heart wasn’t in pharmacy. He 
followed his desire to study veterinary 
medicine and came to Auburn on his 
honeymoon.

His days at Auburn consisted mostly 
of studying and some occasional bridge. 


He remembers vet students didn’t | 


associate much with the rest of the 
campus; there wasn’t time. One of the 
professors with the biggest influence on 
Dr. Rand was Dean Tom Vaughan ’55, then 
head of the equine department. “I can’t 
work for anybody,” Dr. Rand said. “So after 
my externship in Kentucky, I came to 
Atlanta and immediately started out by 
myself. I used to call Tom Vaughan almost 
every day. 

“At that time my practice was only 
equine [he switched to his small animal 
practice two years ago], so I would call 
Tom and tell him everything I was doing 
and would say I just don’t feel comfortable 
with this, and he would say, ‘You are doing 
fine.’ All I needed was a little encourage- 
ment and a pat on the back. Gradually 
I called less and less.” 

Now Dr. Rand operates his business 
on 17 acres outside Atlanta, where he also 
takes care of his own pets, including four 
greyhounds, two dobermans, a Great 
Dane, a beagle, four birds, three cats, and 
six horses. He laments that he no longer 
lives in the country; the city has come 
out to meet him. But he admits that 
Atlanta’s growth has been good for 
business. His problem now is too little 
time. 

Dr. Rand has considered giving up 
veterinary medicine to do other things, 
such as teaching (he guest lectures at 
colleges and high schools) or joining a 
veterinary manufacturing firm, which 
would meld his veterinary and pharmacy 
experience. But he’s not really ready to 
give up his practice. He does get a break 
from the day-to-day routine through his 
family and community activities. 

He has taken up photography to 
capture the talent of son Jeb on film. Jeb, 
a freshman at the University of Michigan, 
is fourth in the nation in ice skating in 
the junior pairs division. He hopes to 
make it to the Olympics in 1992. The 
Rands’ other son, Darren, has stayed closer 
to home, working in the printing industry

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in Atlanta and attending Georgia State. 
Daughter Joli attends the American Music 
and Drama Academy in New York City and 
plans to become an actress. 

An interest in theater must run in the 
family, as Dr. Rand is assistant house 
manager at the Alliance Theater in Atlanta, 
working the doors and security. He is also 
the local veterinarian for the Ringling 
Brothers & Barnum & Bailey Circus when 
it comes to Atlanta each year. 

“Every once in a while Ill work the 
Fox Theater. I was working there one time, 
and I was talking to this woman. And she 
was talking to me as if this were my 
livelihood—working as an usher at the 
Fox Theater. And I said, ‘I don’t work here, 
I just do this for fun.’ And she said, ‘Oh, 
what do you do?’ I said I was a veterinarian. 
That’s all you have to tell some of these 
ladies. She said, ‘I've got a poodle...’ I 
thought now she’s starting on me. And 
I said, ‘Ma’am, I come down here to get 
away from my practice. I don’t want to 
discuss your poodle.” 


SGA’s Harold Melton 
Graduates, Reflects

Harold Melton says he’s expanded his 
major since being elected Student Govern- 
ment Association president last spring. “In 
addition to majoring in international 
business, I now have experience in 
management, public administration, 
public relations, and political science.” 

The 21-year-old Marietta, Ga., native, 
who last spring became Auburn’s first 
black Student Government Association 
president, walked the aisle along with 739 
graduates at winter commencement 
March 18. 

“Each day provided a new challenge, 
and that made the year exciting,’ Harold 
explained. “Being SGA president stretches 
your capabilities and pushes you to your 
full potential. There’s so much on your 
mind every day. You have to remember 
which project you assigned to which 
person, keep up with which committee 
is handling which topic and what progress 
is being made, and on top of all that you 
have to remember your Own commit- 
ments.” | 

He says the worst part of being SGA 
president is the strict schedule and lack 
of free time. “You can’t dump everything 
and go out with your friends. Because of 
your responsibilities, you’re somewhat 
isolated from the typical college life. I 
missed out on a lot of social activities. 

“But the past year has been so 
valuable,” he added. “It’s given me a great 
deal of confidence for the future. I’ve 
learned to work with people and also to 
accept things from different perspectives.” 

The typical day of the SGA president 
is filled with answering stacks of mail and 
phone calls as well as preparing for 
committee meetings and other scheduled 
activities. The president is a non-voting 
member of the Board of Trustees, and 
attends various other meetings—from 
those of the SGA Budget and Finance 
Committee to the University Senate. 
Though he graduates in March, Harold will 
stay in Auburn until after next quarter's 
campus elections are held to fulfill his 
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presidential duties and to orient his 
SUCCeSSOT. 

Having been active in the SGA since 
a freshman, Harold decided to increase 
his participation two years ago. “I was 
setting goals for my extracurricular 
activities, and I started looking at the 
various positions,” he explained. “I had 
an idea of how I would like things done 
and decided president was the most 
suitable job for me.” 

Harold ran away with the election last 
spring, defeating candidates with strong 
fraternity ties and widespread popularity. 
“T think my success was due to a 
smorgasbord of support,” he said. “My 
activity on campus covered a cross- 
section, so a wide variety of people saw 
they could work through me. 

“My election reveals that Auburn 
students are open to all candidates,” he 
continued. “It says they're more interested 
in qualities that make good leadership— 
not in what fraternity you belong to or 
what color you are.” 

Harold says he never saw racism as 
a problem at Auburn. ““‘There’s segregation 
among various groups, but I don’t feel 
like there’s an attitude attached to it. I 
think people of similar tastes and atti- 
tudes—even within the same race—stay 
together just for the security of being with 
people like themselves. At Auburn there 
are lots of open doors and opportunities 
for everyone.” 

Though he’s been accepted into law 
school, Harold is still debating what 
course to pursue in the future. “A law 
degree would be helpful no matter what 
I do because the field is so diverse. But 
there are some lucrative jobs in 
international business right now and I 
might go straight into that.” 

Harold hopes to someday work for the 
State Department’s foreign service pro- 
gram and spend a couple of years in 
another country. “Whichever I choose, my 
biggest concern is to be responsible with 
the gifts God has given me. I have to be 
true to myself in whatever I do and not 
fall into a mold.” 

He thinks the past year has been

successful, but not typical. “Lots of times 
I don’t feel like ‘SGA President,” he 
explains. “I just feel like good old Harold 
who is getting a lot of attention and 
making a lot of speeches. A few years ago 
I had the same opinions, but nobody 
wanted to hear them back then,” he added 
with a laugh. 

His advice to next year’s president? 
‘Don’t try to do it all youself, and of the 
things you do attempt, don’t depend on 
your own strength,” he said. “And if you 
don’t agree with someone, listen to them 
anyway. But most important of all,” he 
added with a voice of experience, “don’t 
ever give away your original documents.” 


Former AU Athletes 
Say Graduation is 
Vital Career Move

College athletes should be serious 
about getting an education, say four of 
Auburn University’s former sports stars 
who have returned from professional 
athletics to finish their college degrees. 

Former Auburn football greats Jeff Parks 
and Dowe Aughtman, along with basket- 
ball record-holders Gerald White and 
Frank Ford, were among Auburn’s winter 
graduates on March 18. Each athlete has 
different plans for the future, but all 
finished college for the same reason. 

“T’ve always been taught to finish what 
I start, and that applies to college, too,” 
said Jeff. The gifted tight end and two- 
time All-SEC and Academic All-SEC player 
from Gardendale played at Auburn from 
1982-1985 before proving a professional 
success with the Houston Oilers. For two 
years he has returned to Auburn during 
NFL off-seasons to finish his degree in 
speech communication. 

“You can’t count on a pro career,” he 
continued. “It could end at any time, and 
when it’s over you’ve got to have 
something to fall back on. After I finish

with football, I'll still have a long life left 
and I'll need an alternate career. I think 
I'd like to go into broadcasting after a few 
more years of playing professionally.” 

Dowe, who joined the Dallas Cowboys 
in 1984 after receiving All-SEC honors 
twice while at Auburn, says football was 
a great experience but it’s part of his 
history now. After an injury ended his 
professional career, the Brewton native 
faced a decision of whether to go straight 
into the workforce or return to college. 
“I decided if I didn’t finish my degree 
then, I probably never would,” he said. 
“It’s been a long haul, but I’m really glad 
I finished.” 

Dowe and his wife, Brenda McWhorter 
’83, along with one-year-old daughter 
Catherine, have settled in Auburn. Even 
after obtaining the sales career he wanted 
after college, Dowe decided to finish his 
degree in vocational/adult education. 
“Auburn is such a part of me,” he 
explained. “It’s fulfilling to know I'll 
finally be among the alumni of such a 
special place.” 

Gerald, a four-year starter for Auburn’s 
basketball team, was drafted and _ later 
released by the NBA’s Dallas Mavericks. 
Amid several career options, he returned 
to Auburn to finish his degree in voca- 
tional/adult education. Still the holder of 
Auburn’s career and single season records 
for most assists, the Augusta, Ga., native 
has not yet decided what his future holds. 
“T’m not sure what I'll do. Pll either pursue 
a professional career or go to graduate 
school or try to coach,” he predicted. 

Gerald and Frank, members of the 1985 
SEC Tournament championship team, are 
still active with the Auburn basketball 
program as student assistants. Last summer 
they directed youth basketball camps 
around the Southeast, and both admitted 
that because of the rewarding feeling of 
seeing young talent develop, they ulti- 
mately want careers in coaching. 

Frank, who holds the Auburn record 
for most career games played and is the 
school’s fifth all-time career scorer, briefly 
played in the NBA with the Los Angeles 
Lakers before returning to Auburn to finish

his degree in distributive education. He 
thinks collegiate sports are a good 
stepping stone to a professional career but 
says true student-athletes should take their 
educations seriously. “It’s easy to develop 
a bad attitude if you’re planning only for 
a pro career,” he said. “The wrong attitude 
is to be only an athlete and not a student. 
That leaves you open to a whole lot of 
disappointment.” 

Remembering his attitude toward 
college as a highly-recruited high school 
player in Kissimmee, Fla., Frank advised 
upcoming athletes to try hard both in the 
classroom and in athletics. “College is no 
joke,” he said. 

“Today, colleges are looking for 
athletes who are well-rounded and 
capable in all areas of their lives,’ Gerald 
added. “Everybody wants athletes who 
have the ability to graduate. Even in the 
pros, athletes are offered monetary 
incentives to go back to school and finish.” 

Jeff and Dowe both said that luck and 
timing play a major role in surviving in 
professional athletics. “If you're talented 
and able to make a big name for yourself, 
you might be able to make big bucks in 
the pros,” Dowe said. “But those guys are 
few and far between. You have to plan 
for what you'll do when it’s over.” 

“Even if you get lucky and make it 
in the pros, you can’t lose by having a 
college degree,” Jeff agreed. “You still 
need a degree to be successful in the 
working world.” 


The Qualities of 
A Good Teacher

What do I want to be when I go into 
a classroom? Translated simply and 
reduced to a personal level, what do I 
expect of myself? A mere half-dozen 
characteristics spell the difference 
between good teaching and not so good. 
First, the good teacher is well prepared. 
Nothing else compensates for or conceals 
the lack of preparation. Whether lectures 
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or laboratories, the material should be 
current, organized, and presented in the 
best means possible. This may range from 
the blackboard to computer graphics or 
video disc, but ultimately it hangs or falls 
on the professor’s knowledge of the 
subject. This is obvious even to the 
disinterested student. 

Second, the good teacher is clear- 
headed, without the distractions of 
personal problems. No one is spared life’s 
reverses. Great and small, they leap or 
crawl into teachers’ lives like everyone 
else’s, but they should be left outside the 
classroom. The ability to compartmental- 
ize these problems and to detach them 
from the workplace is one of the hallmarks 
of a professional, whether it be show 
business or education. 

Third, the good teacher is enthusiastic. 
In the final analysis it matters not so much 
if the teacher talks funny, smells bad, and 


has gravy stains on his tie, as long as he 


is familiar with his subject and eager to 
tell you about it. He wants the student 
to know what he knows, to feel the same 
sense of satisfaction that comes with a 
thorough understanding, from being a 
little bit of an authority even. It is an 
unselfish motivation that finds expression 
in unexpected places, and can make the 
dullest subject surprisingly interesting. 

Fourth, the good teacher is consistent. 
Declare in the beginning what you expect 
of the student, and then stick to it. They 
need to know what time you close the 
door to the lecture hall, your office hours, 
attendance policy, examination methods 
and schedules, and how their grades will 
be determined. It goes without saying that 
they appreciate fairness and impartiality 
even if the professor is a taskmaster, and 
credibility is inspired only if he adheres 
to his own rules. 

Fifth, the good teacher is respectable. 
This implies mutual respect, that generous 
spirit that flows between student and 
teacher, and springs from the way they 
regard each other. Respect, like credibility, 
must be earned every day. It benefits from 
standards. of behavior and conduct that 
are socially acceptable, but it depends 
mostly on the ethical values that govern 


a person’s choices, what he ought to do 
and be, and what he ought not. 

Sixth, the good teacher is creative. 
When I have done my best, I have 
provoked the student to think originally 
and innovatively; to question, even to 
challenge what he hears and what he 
reads; to inquire beyond the written text 
and the frontiers of what is known. 
Together we have concocted the right 
chemistry for learning. The student has 
stimulated the teacher and the teacher has 
responded to the student. It is this 
interaction that transforms an ordinary 
classroom into a magical experience— 
from lead to gold. 


Special Programs 
Head Has Big 
Plans for Future

Vivian Larkin’s first year in her role as 
Auburn’s coordinator of special programs 
has been hectic, but she has still found 
time to improve and expand the services 
Auburn provides for its minority students. 
Since assuming the position last April, Mrs. 
Larkin’s first concern has been 
maintaining the level of services currently 
offered by the Special Programs Office. 
She and her staff are working to identify 
and meet the needs of minority students 
at Auburn, including approximately 3,000 
black, foreign, and over-traditional-age 
(OTA) students. The staff offers services 
to help integrate these groups into all 
aspects of campus life. 

One of the largest groups the office 
serves are the 560 international students, 
representing 70 countries, on campus. 
“Almost 85 percent of our international 
students are involved in graduate 
research,” she explained. “They make a 
tremendous contribution to the university, 
and we are going to try to do more for 
them in return.” 

One way Mrs. Larkin has accomplished 
this is by expanding the Host Family 
Program, which allows international 
students to interact with local families. 
“The Host Family Program is so in 
demand,” she said. “We still need families 
to participate. The program exposes 
foreign students to the American way of 
life-so that they can carry that experience 
back with them to their countries. We’ve 
also revived the Worldwide Student 
Association, an advisory group that assists 
the university's many foreign students. 

“In addition, we have initiated a group 
which caters to the wives of international 
students, who are typically shut in all day 
and unacquainted with what is going on 
in the community. A lot of them begin 
to feel shut out from the world, so we 
want to make this an educational expe- 
rience for them, too.” 

One of the most popular events for 
foreign students is the World’s Fair, an 
annual event exhibiting the best of the 
many international cultures at Auburn. 
“It’s grown so large that we had to move 
it into the coliseum this year,” Mrs. Larkin 
said. “International students have booths 
with pamphlets; brochures, and history 
about their countries, then the grand finale 
lets us see their talents. It certainly shows 
that Auburn has a diversity of scholars.” 

Concerning programs for minority 
students, Mrs. Larkin said that while much 


has been accomplished already, new 
programs to improve retention, academic 
success, and participation in campus life 
are still needed. 

“Our annual events such as the 
Harmony Picnic and the Minority Recog- 
nition Awards Banquet have been very 
successful, and we plan to continue 
them,” she noted. The picnic comes on 
“Campus Unity Day,” and everyone is 
asked to bring someone different from 
themselves. It’s a chance to recognize 
differences and celebrate them. The 
banquet centers around academic excel- 
lence or special accomplishments. “Last 
year, we recognized Harold Melton for his 
achievements as the first black SGA 
president at Auburn. We also coordinate 
all of the programs focusing on Black 
History Month.” 

An innovation which Mrs. Larkin is 
especially pleased with is the Mentor 
Program, which pairs black students with 
interested faculty members who act as 
advisors. “This program has gotten off the 
ground really nicely,” she said. “We’ve had 
approximately 70 volunteer professors 
and administrators get involved and have 
found these relationships grow intensely 
meaningful. We are expanding this 
program to include other minority groups, 
such as students with learning disabilities. 

“Improving our minority alumni 
support is another priority. It’s difficult to 
measure how supportive they have been 
in the past since only 700 blacks have 
graduated from Auburn. Most blacks only 
began to arrive on campus around the late 
seventies,” she noted. “In November, we 
have our minority alumni reunion during 
Homecoming. We have had respectable 
crowds, but participation is definitely 
something we need to build upon.” 

Mrs. Larkin said she also hopes to place 
more emphasis on programs for Auburn’s 
approximately twenty handicapped 
students. “Consciousness raising is the 
most important thing we can do right now 
to help our handicapped students. Most 
people are not aware of the access 
problems we have in campus labs and 
classrooms. We have to make departments 
more aware of these problems so they 
can prepare for these students.”

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The office serves all handicapped 
students, whether they are mobility- 
. impaired or have “hidden disabilities,” 
such as dyslexia. “We have started up 
Support groups for students with learning 
disabilities and are coordinating 
rehabilitation services. We want to identify 
special tutors in each department and have 
even begun lending tape recorders to help 
students who have dyslexia or other 
sensory disorders.” 

The Special Programs Office attempts 
to give individual attention to each of 
these special students by helping break 
through the impediments of day-to-day 
existence on the Auburn campus. “The 
purpose—just as with all the students we 
serve—is to emphasize that we are 
concerned about them, understand their 
capabilities, and want them to succeed. 
There’s such an untapped wealth of talent 
and diversity in these students that the 
classroom is only one form of education 
for them. We want them to know that they 
can feel accepted and comfortable in 
coming to Auburn.”

A Preliminary Word to Consumers 


While we have had in mind the college- 
bound high school student in producing 
this list, it is more, perhaps, “a list for 
all seasons,” as much for during and after 
college as it is for pre-college. 

The works in this list, we want to make 
clear, do not constitute an exhaustive or 
absolute listing of any kind. They are not 
the books or the readings which, when 
digested, magically make one into a fully 
educated, cultured man or woman. They 
are not the works about which all 
freshmen at Auburn University will be 
tested during their first quarter on campus. 
They are, rather, simply our suggestions 
for some valuable, meaningful reading. 
Most are “indefinitely readable” or 
“perennially re-readable” pieces, but 
some will be more readable and some 
more valuable than others. In making our 
selections, our suggestions, we have had 
in mind the definition of literature as 
“writing in which aesthetic, emotional, or 
intellectual values are made articulate by 
excellent expression.”” Some of our 
choices may have less pure literary value 
than they have general intellectual or 
cultural or social value, but the reading 
of each, we believe, will be important and 
valuable for twentieth-century Americans. 
Valuable, evidently, is a word we keep 
coming back to in discussing the creation 
of and the uses of this list. It perhaps is 
the essential word, the key to what guided 
the guidance we have attempted here. 

Two other points should be made 
briefly. First, because we do want the list 
to be a helpful guide, we have made 
specific recommendations for your read- 
ing. For example, W. B. Yeats is not simply 
named, but some Yeats poems are 
specifically suggested. This does not mean 
that these are the only or all the “good” 
poems by Yeats, but they are good poems 
and poems good for providing an intro- 
duction to Yeats’ work. More and other

fine poems can be found in collections 
or anthologies (an anthology providing, 
of course, one or several knowledgeable 
persons’ estimation of a writer’s best or 
most representative works). Our specific 
recommendations, then, are not intended 
to be absolute evaluations but reasonable, 
helpful suggestions for valuable reading. 
We will be happy, if you would like, to 
suggest further readings for any particular 
author in whom you become especially 
interested. 

A glance at the list will show, too, that 
we have excluded writers who have only 
recently come into prominence. We hope 
that there will be some reading of 
contemporary works, but not enough time 
has elapsed at this point to test how really 
valuable or significant these works are. 
Anthologies of, say, contemporary poetry 
reflect some judgments and make some 
selections, of course. If requested, we will 
be glad to provide a separate list of those 
who appear to us to be fine contemporary 
writers, but we have chosen not to include 
such persons in our main list.

politics, religion, art, sociology, intellectual 
activity, and economics—and students who 
didn’t like to clutter up their minds with 
such detail were often frustrated. 


Many of Prof. Ivey’s former students have 
favorite stories about him, and Prof. Ivey 


had a few favorites about his students: One 
was overhearing a student, who later 
became one of his colleagues, tell another, 
“Well, it’s time to go off to Ivey’s class and 
get some more of that sociology he calls 
history.” 

As he was the first to point out, Prof. 
Ivey’s method of teaching history was far 
from new. He had traced it to a thirteenth 
century Moslem, and he drew heavily from 
Voltaire, but Prof. Ivey constantly sought 
ways to make history more active, more 
obvious, and more relevant. Those of us 


who had been teased by the snippets of 


economics, philosophy, history, literature, 
art, etc., that we had received throughout 
our educational life became immensely 
attracted to a system that sought to put it 
all together. 

Prof. Ivey himself had “seen the light” 
as he described it in 1947, and from that 
time he began organizing all his courses 
in what he called the cultural approach. 


In 1963, he published The Cultural 
Approach to History for High School 


Students and began working with the 
Alabama Department of Education in 


presenting workshops for teachers. A few 
years after his retirement and the death of 


his wife, Caroline Lawson Ivey ’34, whose 


illness was one of the reasons for his 
choosing early retirement, he was heavily 
involved in working again for his cultural 


approach to teaching in high schools. 


In 1974, the Montgomery City Schools 
gave Prof. Ivey the opportunity to begin 
a program in the seventh grade, where 2400 
students were exposed to his method of 
teaching history. Working with the 
teachers, Prof. Ivey, with Prof. Andrew 
Weaver of Auburn’s College of Education 
as consultant and often intermediary, had 
the pleasure of seeing his program at work 
on a large scale, and it continues to make 
its influence felt in the Montgomery system 
and in others. Prof. Ivey wrote the material 
which was edited by alumni Katrina 
Yielding ’49 and Donathon Oliliff ’57, of 
the Auburn History Department, a former 
Ivey student who had become a close 
friend. As a reporter, I spent a day in three 
of those classes while the experiment was 
going on chatting with teachers and 
students about the “new” method of 
teaching history and their reaction to it. 
The teachers and the students were 
unanimously enthusiastic. Even a school 
artist, enlisted to help prepare illustrations, 
had become so involved with the cultural 
approach that he had incorporated it into 


his art classes. 


Among Professor Ivey’s honors was the 
establishment in the Department of History 
of the Oliver Turner Ivey Award for 
Excellence in Social Studies Teaching. The 
first recipient was one of those original 
teachers in the Montgomery schools, Callie 
Conner Brooks ’71. With the enthusiasm 
of Callie and others whom Prof. Ivey 
inspired with his teaching approach to 
history, he has continued to contribute to 


the knowledge and teaching of history. 


And appropriately enough, that contri- 
bution to knowledge carries on after his 
death not only through his methods and 
the students he taught but also through 
the foundation which he established in his 
college 
scholarships to students who want to 
become social studies teachers and per- 
haps in the future to help teachers in that 
specialty renew their enthusiasm for

Smith Coaches 
Tigers to 5th 
NCAA Tourney 


For Coach Sonny Smith’s Tigers, the 
last few weeks have been a good news, 
bad news time. After finishing the regular 
season with an impressive 18-9 record and 
an 89-70 whipping of LSU in Baton Rouge, 
the men’s basketball team made a quick 
exit from the SEC Tournament, bowing 
53-50 to Georgia in their first game. 
Despite their unimpressive showing, 
Auburn received a fifth consecutive NCAA 
bid and was seeded in the Southeast 
region, allowing them to play their NCAA 
Tournament games close to home. 

The home court advantage was less 
than hoped for as few Auburn fans made 
the short trip to Atlanta to cheer them on, 
but the Tigers responded by beating 12th- 
ranked Bradley in the opening round, 90- 
86. Bradley boasted the nation’s top-scorer 
in All-American guard Hersey Hawkins, 
but senior forward Chris Morris had an 
All-American performance of his own, 
leading the Tigers with 36 points and 12 
rebounds. Senior guard Terrence Howard 
tipped the ball away from Hawkins in the 
game’s final moments, preserving an 
Auburn victory in a game in which the 
Tigers once trailed by 14 points. 

In the Tigers’ second round game, 
Oklahoma proved too quick defensively, 
with the result a 107-87 Sooner win. Four 
seniors played their final game for the 
Tigers, including guards Terrence Howard 
and Johnny Lynn, All-SEC forward Chris 
Morris, and center Jeff Moore. During their 
careers on the Plains, Auburn went to the 
NCAA tourney every year and never lost 
a first-round game. Their best showing 
came in 1985-86, when the Tigers finished 
22-11 and advanced to the NCAA final 
eight. 


Lady Tigers Enter 
NCAA Tourney, 
Crush Penn State 


After a disappointing 73-70 loss to the 
Tennessee Volunteers in the champion- 
ship game of the SEC Tournament in 
Albany, Ga., the Auburn Lady Tigers 
bounced back with their sixth bid to the 
NCAA tournament in seven years and a 
second round 94-66 victory over Penn 
State. The Tigers, who enter the next 
round of tournament play with a 29-2 
overall record, were seeded number one 
in the mideast region and did not have 
to play in the tournament’s first round. 

Auburn Coach Joe Ciampi feels 
confident about the Lady Tigers’ chances 
in the tournament, despite the fact that 
they will face some of the top teams in 
the nations on their home courts during 
the tournament. “We are fortunate to be 
the top seed and playing in the mideast 
because it is close to home,” he said. “But 
this team is prepared to play anyone, 
anywhere, at any time because of the 
strength of our schedule. We learned a

Tracksters Complete 
Indoor Season in 
NCAA Competition 


The Tiger men’s and women’s track 
teams concluded the 1988 indoor season 
recently with performances at the NCAA 
Championships in Oklahoma City, Okla. 
The men’s team gathered 14 points, good 
for a seventh-place tie with Baylor, Boise 
State, and Pittsburgh. 

The men’s effort was led by sprinter 
Clifton Campbell, who won the 400-meter 
dash with a time of 46.40 to become 
Auburn’s first individual NCAA champion 


since Stanley Floyd won the 100-meter 


dash in 1980. The Tigers’ 1,600-meter relay 
squad of Karim Sanders, Kelly Carter, 
Roddie Massey, and Campbell finished 
fourth in that event, with a time of 3:10.76. 
Men’s Coach Mel Rosen was pleased with 
his team’s showing. “This is our best finish 
since 1979,” he noted, “And we are very 
pleased with that. This shows that we are 
among the top teams in the country.” 
The Lady Tigers were represented by 
Sissy Costner in the high jump and Brenda 
McDonald and LaKeta Ziegler in the triple 
jump, but failed to score. Still, women’s 
Coach Lee Gower was happy with the 


team’s performance during the year. “‘I feel 
good about the indoor season,” he said. 
“We made progress along the way and 
hopefully that will carry over to the 
outdoor season. Competing in the NCAA 
championships was a good experience, 
but now we are looking ahead to the 
future.” 


Tiger Baseball Team 
Roars Back After 
Rocky SEC Start 


The Tiger baseball team got off to a 
rocky start in SEC play, losing two of three 
games to Vanderbilt in Nashville before 
bouncing back with a home sweep of Ole 
Miss and a road sweep of Georgia. At press 
time, the Tigers sported a 16-5 record 
overall, 7-2 in the SEC. 

The series against Ole Miss was a real 
confidence builder for Coach Hal Baird's 
Tigers. Auburn outscored the Rebels 20- 
1 in the series, winning by scores of 5- 
0, 1-0, and 14-1. The Tigers also pounded 
Georgia Tech in Atlanta earlier in the 
week, winning the contest 14-3. After 
dropping a mid-week contest to the 
Virginia Cavaliers, the Tigers’ bats got hot 
during the weekend series in Athens. 
Auburn outscored the Bulldogs 8-3, 7-4, 
and 18-5 on the way to their first road 
sweep of the season. 

Pitching has been the Tigers’ strong 
suit so far throughout the young season. 
Through 21 games, Auburn hurlers have 
compiled an impressive 1.76 team earned 
run average. 


Ciampi a Teacher 
On and Off Court

From the court one hears a basketball 
bouncing, feet pounding the hardwood, 
and players yelling, but something is 
missing—the roar of the crowd. The 
Auburn Lady Tigers, one of the top-ranked 
teams in the nation, are playing an 
important SEC game; but, as usual, fewer 
than 1,000 fans are on hand to cheer them 
on to victory. 

Small crowds for women’s basketball 
are the norm at Auburn, despite the 
remarkable successes of Lady Tiger 
basketball in recent years. But head coach 
Joe Ciampi and his team don’t let it affect 
them—they keep on winning anyway. 
Since Coach Ciampi’s arrival in 1979, his 
teams have compiled a 190-57 win-loss 
record for a .769 winning percentage. They 
have also won back-to-back SEC crowns. 
Still, attendance remains low. Coach 
Ciampi, the 1988 SEC Coach of the Year 
and the 1987 NCAA Coach of the Year, 
prefers not to think about the problem 
for fear of getting depressed. Instead, he 
rates the team’s base group of supporters 
as great. 

Coach Ciampi’s involvement with 
basketball began when he first played on 
an organized team in third grade. “In the 
area I come from in Pennsylvania, eve- 
ryone becomes involved in sports at a very 
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young age.” After graduating from 
Mansfield University in 1968 with a degree 
in education, he began coaching high 
school boys’ basketball in Pennsylvania 
and New York. In nine seasons at the high 
school level, he compiled a .788 winning 
percentage. 

His success did not go unnoticed, and 
in 1977 West Point asked him to begin 
a women’s basketball program at the 
academy. His team, comprised only of 
freshmen and sophomores, played a 
varsity schedule and posted an 18-5 record 
the first season. West Point presented 
Coach Ciampi with a saber for his success 
in establishing the program. The saber 
now hangs in his office, where he admits 
“you don’t see too many other things not 
related to basketball. Receiving the saber 
is one of the highest civilian honors you 
can receive at West Point. That is pretty 
important to me.” 

In addition to his saber, pictures of 
his many winning teams cover the office 
walls. Coach Ciampi’s proudest moment 
at Auburn occurred when the Lady Tigers 
reached the final eight of the NCAA 
tournament last season, but he’s also 
proud of the 1986-1987 team winning 
both the SEC regular-season and tourna- 
ment titles. 

Even though Tiger victories have 
produced many of Coach Ciampi’s proud- 
est moments, practice is his favorite time. 
“T could live without playing a game, but 
I’m not sure the players could.” He enjoys 
coaching in practice, personally working 
with his players while teaching and 
blending them into Lady Tigers. “I mold 
players into mature adults ready to take 
on the real world.” He favors coaching 
women over men because he feels the 
environment in men’s basketball stresses 
discipline rather than learning.

While teaching players is Coach 
Ciampi’s favorite aspect of coaching, he 
understands the importance of winning 
as well. “Winning is the only important 
thing in this society,” he said. “If you look 
at my record for the past 20 years, I think 
I have proven myself in that area. Coaches 
must prove themselves year after year.” 


Coach Ciampi, who is also the assistant 
athletic director in charge of athletic 
affairs, summer camps, and training room- 
related activities, says it is possible for him 
to go home and not think about either 
basketball or Auburn athletics. “You could 
walk into my house and never know I’m 
a basketball coach,” he said. He thinks 
about his four daughters—Lisa, Dawne, 
Kelli, and Meghan—to put the Lady Tigers 
out of his mind. 


This year, putting the team out of his 
mind is proving more difficult because 
his daughter, Lisa, is a Lady Tiger. Coach 
Ciampi said he received numerous 
warnings about problems which might 
result from coaching his own daughter. 
“I feel those statements were made by 
people afraid to know their children,” he 
said. “I say don’t speak until you try it.” 
He has enjoyed the experience and thinks 
there is no better way to experience the 
father-daughter relationship. He credits 
Lisa with handling the difficulties of being 
a Lady Tiger and the coach’s daughter well. 


Lisa also enjoys the experience. “Since 
I have been playing we have become 
really good friends; we know each other 
better now,” Lisa said. She understands 
that her dad is tougher on her so it will 
not seem he is favoring her. While it was 
a little difficult at first, Lisa now says that 
keeping dad Ciampi separate from Coach 
Ciampi is easy.

Based on his past record, predicting 
continued success for the Lady Tigers 
would be easy as well. But Coach Ciampi 
offers no predictions for the future. He 
does make a promise. “All future teams 
I put on the floor here will be disciplined 
teams with players that have a team 
concept and know that to be successful 
they must play the defensive end of the 
court. To me, defense is the difference 
between winning and losing.” 

With that philosophy, he has built the 
Lady Tigers into a perennial contender for 
national honors. Coach Ciampi, with his 
teaching and coaching skills, has been the 
difference between mediocrity and excel- 
lence. 


Football Tigers 
To Play Eight 
At Home in ’88 


For the first time in six years, Auburn 
will play eight home football games 
during the coming season. Away contests 
against the University of Kansas Jayhawks 
and the Mississippi State Bulldogs will be 
played in Jordan-Hare Stadium instead, 
leaving the Tigers to travel only to 
Gainesville (Florida), Baton Rouge (LSU), 
and Birmingham (Alabama) during the 
coming campaign. 

The Kansas game, originally scheduled 
to be played at the Jayhawks’ home field 
in Lawrence, Kan., was moved to Auburn 
because of the prospects of greater 
attendance and a larger gate. The Tigers 
and Mississippi State will swap sites for 
their next two games, with the Bulldogs 
traveling to Auburn in 1988 and the Tigers 
going to Starkeville in 1989.
